At the recent International Astronau- 
tical! Congress. several engineers proposed 
that either the sixty-inch or one hundred- 
inch mirror of the Mount Wilson, California, 
telescope be sent some 22,000 miles into 
space to be used as an observatory. While 
the editor has no objection to this project, it 
might be well for the engineers to explain 
first how the mirrors could be set up in the 
space observatory. > ; 

The engineers say that the two mirrors 
at the Mount Wilson Observatory are 
virtually useless now because of the night 
glare of nearby Los Angeles, which fogs 
photographic plates. They also reject ‘the 
idea’of setting up the mirrors on the moon, 
in a new observatory there. saying that sky 
fog would handicap such a moon observatory. 
Because sky fog is caus@d by zodiacal fight, 
there is no way of eliminating it other than 
locating a. telescope as far out into space 
as Jupiter.
